T^ARRANTS were issued under the Official 
' Secrets Act yesterday for the arrest of Donald 
Maclean, 49, and Guy Burgess, 51, the former 
Foreign Office diplomats who fled to Russia 11 years 
ago. A Scotland Yard statement said there was 
reason for supposing that they might be leaving 
Soviet territory. 

It was thought in London that the two men 
could be under compulsion to leave, and reports 
persisted last night that they were flying to London 
via Amsterdam. But they were not in any plane to 
the Dutch capital. Maclean was traced to his 
Moscow flat, but Burgess had vanished from his 
home. 

The warrants were obtained at Bow Street by Scotland
